Laos invasion reported

The Soviet government newspaper Izvestia said tonight a major force of 
South Vietnamese troops “ under the direct command of American 
officers” had invaded Laos. The Japanese news agency Kyodo said 4,000 to 
5,000 South Vietnamese were involved. 
Pentagon spokesman J.W. Friedheim would not comment an the Izvestia 
report but referred reporters to recent statements by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird that U.S. ground 
troops would obey congressional strictures against entering Laos or 
Cambodia. 
An official statement by the Viet Cong Foreign Ministry, broadcast by 
Radio Hanoi tonight, said South Vietnamese and Thai mercenary units were 
carrying out raids in southern Laos, that thousands more Vietnamese 


troops were massed on the border and that three U.S. aircraft carriers had 
sailed into the Tonkin Gulf near North Vietnam. 
U.S. officials in Washington acknowledged that something was underway 
in northwestern South Vietnam but maintained silence on the reports of a 
strike against the Ho Chi Minh Trail in Laos. Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin spoke Monday of an “outrageous invasion” of Laos. 
Sen. George Aiken, R-Vt., said Monday night the State Department told 
him U.S. troops were massing near the Laotian border but would not cross 
the frontier. 
The Kyodo news report, quoting “ reliable sources” in Saigon, said the 
South Vietnamese paratroopers were flown in by helicopter and that U.S. 
planes supported them. It said no U.S. ground forces were involved in the 
operation. 


In Vietiane, the government of Laos did not confirm reports of any 
invasion but said the United States had increased its heavy bombing raids 
into Laos in the last several days. In Saigon, the U.S. Command reported 
another day of massive B52 and jet fighter-bomber strikes in Laos. 


The tonnage of bombs hitting the Ho Chi Minh Trail has now surpassed the 
tonnage that fell in Berlin and Tokyo during World War II but supplies were 
still getting through to Cambodia and southern Vietnam. 


The allegation by the official Soviet government newspaper that U.S. 
officers were commanding the purported invasion force added a new 
element of gravity to Kosygin's earlier statements the South Vietnamese 
had invaded Laos on U.S. orders. 
Wegner releases rules 
on teacher pantsuits 


If you are going to wear the popular pantsuit as a teacher in the Lompoc 
Unified School District, you’re going to wear a uniform. 
A page-long memorandum has been distributed to all building principals 
in the Lompoc Unified School District from Glen F. Wegner, superintendent 
of schools, governing the wearing of pantsuits. 
In his memo, Wegner states he has noticed a “ wide variety of costumes' 
worn by teachers despite a previous order that building principals would 
establish a criteria for pantsuit attire. 
Wegner stated he “ researched the criteria for a pantsuit costume’ and 
requests that all building principals have their staff adhere to the following 
as taken verbatim from his memo: 
1. The pantsuit must be a costume; that is, a matching top and pants. 
This means NO contrasting top and pants, even if they are color 
coordinated. 
2. Fabrics should 
be those traditionally acceptable for business wear. 
Wool or wool-like fabrics, tweeds, polyesters, etc. 
Not permissible are 
sheers, clinging jerseys, velvets, crochets, crepes, satins or elaborate 
prints or fabrics. 
The latter are for “after 5 or at home, 
not for the 
business scene. 
3. The top must cover the derriere. 
4 The top must be worn at all times, if a 3-piece set is being worn. When 
a top is removed, the costume effect is lost. Instead, the pant and shell, 
turtleneck sweater or blouse gives the impression of a casual outfit 
appropriate for lounging or sports wear, but in poor taste for business wear. 
5. The length of the pants is important. Pants should touch the instep in 
front and come down over the heel in back. Ankle length pants are not in 
fashion now; nor are tapered pants or bell bottoms. Straight leg or slight 
flares are the only acceptable look. 
6. The proper pantsuit shoes are those with chunky heels (wider heels, 1 
to 2 inches high) with up-front styling. Flats should not be worn with “city 
pants.” 
The memorandum has been greeted with “ mixed reactions,” say several 
school principals. 
“ Many of my teachers are upset about it,” one principal stated. “They 
feel they don’t have to be told how to dress with decorum.” 
Another principal said: 
“ It wasn’t received as favorable as one would 
think.” 
Under such guidelines, the pantsuit dress of a teacher could be called a 
mandatory uniform, another principal surmised. 
“ If they are required to wear a uniform, they can deduct it from their 
income tax,” he quipped. 
Johnson warns county

The Board of Supervisors was told 
today 
by 
administrative officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson 
that 
the 
county might be faced with a record 
$1 tax rate increase in the 1971-72 
fiscal year “ unless we take some 
drastic action.” 
Such an increase would send the 
rate up over the $4 mark. The rate 
went up to $3.01 this year after a 69- 
cent increase. 
“Some persons may have thought 
I was crying wolf when I submitted

report,” 
Johnson said, “ I can show you today 
that the wolf is in sight.” 
Johnson 
made 
his 
statement 
during an informal budget session 
with the five board members and 
other county officials this morning. 
He warned 
that 
if 
the county 
continued 
to

traditional 
policies in developing the coming 


budget 
in 
the areas of public 
assistance, public protection, health 
and 
sanitation 
and 
general 
administration the increases would 
require a 60-cent increase alone. 
Another 40-cent addition on the tax 
rate could come about due to failure 
of the state and federal government 
to provide revenues or subventions 
at the same rate as in the past. 
As to possible solutions to the 
county’s dilemma Johnson said he 
had already alerted department 
heads, “we may anticipate some 
cu tb ack s 
in 
p ro g ra m s 
and 
services.” 


He also said it may be necessary 
to make serious reductions in the 
number of positions allowed next 
year and to set up austere programs 
to control the million dollar fixed 
asset budget.

Pay increase key 
to volunteer army 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -D efense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird said 
today President Nixon s objective of 
an 
all-volunteer 
army 
can 
be 
achieved by mid-1973 if the pay of 
recruits is increased by 50 per cent 
and other inequities are eliminated. 


“The 
task 
is indeed a most 
difficult one, but I believe we can 
meet that goal if we in the Defense 
Department vigorously pursue the 
program we have formulated to 
reduce draft calls to zero,” Laird 
said. 


Testifying at a Senate hearing, 
Laird said the program calls for 
spending roughly $1 billion a year 
“ to increase the pay of military 
personnel, including a 50 per cent 
increase in basic pay at the entry 
level.” 


■ “ Even with the recent military 
pay raise,” he said, “ the monetary 
value of basic pay and allowances, 
as well as the tax advantage of a 
recruit at the time of completion of 
basic 
training 
is 
approximately 
$2,700 a year.”

(UPI)—Apollo 14 astronauts made 
up lost time today as they hurtled 
through space for America s third 
moon 
landing. 
Their 
spacecraft 
docking 
problem 
had 
vanished 
mysteriously. 
Space veteran Alan B. Shepard 
and his rookie fliers, Edgar D. 
Mitchell and Stuart A. Roosa, were 
the quietest team so far in the 
Apollo program. They had so little 
to do that Mitchell suggested they 
“could play a lot of tic-tac-toe” on 
the pages of the flight plan. 
A 10-second rocket burst sped 
them on an accurate course to 
retrieve the 40 minutes lost before 
launch, so Shepard and Mitchell can 
land on the moon as originally 
scheduled Friday. 
The landing in the ancient Fra 
Mauro lunar valley at 4 :17 a m EST 
was 
reconfirmed 
when 
ground 
engineers concluded the mechanism 
which couples the command ship 
and moon lander now was “ working 
beautifully.” 
But they still were puzzled over 
what went wrong Sunday night when 
the docking device failed to work the 
first five times the two spacecraft 
bumped together. Ground experts 
speculated some kind of foreign 
particle may have jammed the 
delicate 
mechanism, 
possibly 
a 
sliver of ice which melted before the 
sixth docking attempt. 
The coupler will be used for a 
second and final time Saturday to 
retrieve Shepard, 47, and Mitchell, 
40, after they return from their 33Mi 
hours on the moon. If their lunar 
module cannot link up with the 
command ship piloted by Roosa, 37, 
the two astronauts may have to walk 
through space to reach the safety of 
the mother ship in orbit 80 miles 
above the moon.

Fashion’s Perennial 
Sandals— Ever New 
Your Birthday By Stella

NEW YORK—( N E A ) —As 
h i s t o r y repeats itself, so 
does fashion. And one item 
turns up with m ore re g u la r­ 
ity than any other item in 
the w ardrobe — the sandal. 
By no m eans a m odern-day 
m iracle, it has claim ed a 
high place in the annals of 
fashion and is 
still 
going 
strong. 


The history of the sandal 
is as old as civilization. Dr. 
William M. Scholl, who w as 
known as “ foot doctor to the 
w orld,” found the structure 
of the hum an foot a fascinat­ 
ing subject. His travels al­ 
lowed him to search for a d ­ 
ditions to his m ost unusual 
avocation—collecting antique 
sandals. 


Among ancient people it 
w as alm ost as im portant to 
preserve their shoes as it 
w as to protect their feet.

Top row (left to right). 
F irst is an exam ple of how 
early upper class Jap an ese 
women shod their feet. They 
liked the thick sole for height 
and protection and preferred 
the sandal open to avoid con­ 
finement. The next prim itive 
Indian sandal, which could 
easily be the forerunner of 
our m odern-day thing, w as 
held to the foot by a knob 
passing between the toes. In 
1400 the Babylonians gave 
new dimension to sandal d e ­ 
sign by combining colors to 
produce a geom etric chain 
design—it also seem s that 
they ushered in the square 
toe. 


Second row (left to right). 
By the end of the fourth 
century B.C. structure of the 
s a n d a l was changing. A 
tongue with straps appeared 


over the instep as in this 
Roman soldier sandal. Next, 
a look at how the natives of 
central Africa added inches 
to their height by fastening 
m o u n t s underneath their 
sandals.

OCEAN FISHING 
With still not too many boats out bottom fishing is picking 
up and the few who went out during the past week were well 
rewarded. Salmon are present, and have been taken in the 
commercial netting boats and, we presume, thrown back 
again. But how many are actually disposed of is debatable. 
In a chat with a commercial fisherman, we did learn that 
the commercial slamon fisherman is not the villian that he 
Is 
supposed 
to 
be. 
at 
least 
according 
to 
some 
sportsfishermen, and that more undersized salmon are lost 
by the sportsman than by the commercial fisherman. 
When an undersized salmon is hooked, from experience it 
is easy to see that it is not legal, and when it reached the 
surface, the fisherman has a bent rod on the end of his club 
that is slipped around the fish, and drawn up to where the 
lure is. A sharp jerk frees the fish with nothing worse than 
a torn lip. The fish never leaves the water, and can be 
assumed to be in good shape, as most fish are lip hooked. 
The sportsman usually hauls the fish into the bottom of 
the boat, and tangled up in the landing net, is usually 
damaged through loss of scales etc., before being unhooked 
and thrown back. However, we do know of one angler who 
releases the smaller fish while in the water, but this is a 
rare case. 
Another question we got an answer to was why is the 
fishing no good in the kelp beds off Avila and Shell Beach ' 
Further south in the Gaviota area the kelp fishing was 
fantastic, but not locally, and the answer was that the 
ocean floor was covered with mud So much so that when 
an anchor was raised, it was attached to a sticky ball of bad 
smelling mud. 
Most bottom fish do not like mud (and 
instinctively search for sandy bottom) except the starry 
flounder who apparently likes mud 
The same is a case in point at Morro Bay. Several years 
ago fishing in the bay was good, that was when the channel 
was dredged out, then mud came in. and thus the fishing in 
the bay is not what it used to be. 
Salmon season, south of Tomales Bav opens on the 
nearest Saturday to Feb. 15, which makes Saturday, Feb 13 
opening day. No change in size or bag limits. 
As of March 1 there is a 22” size limit on halibut overall, 
with the five in possession limit unchanged. 
The limit on rockfish will also change to a daily bag and 
possession limit of 15, in any combination. As before there 
is a size limit on kelp, sand, and spotted bass, for which 
check with the DFG book of rules and regulations now 
available for 1971. 
Barracuda changes to a 28” size limit. 
FRESH W ATER FISHING 
San Antonio and Nacimiento Lakes are producing some 
good bass sport on fishing deep holes and off rocky points, 
with the lead head jig about the best lure. Catfish good in 
Nacimiento and Margarita Lakes. 
In the latter lake 
crappie are starting to hit on yellow and white flies, with 
the old standby the white “ Gogetter” still giving best 
results. 
Fishing at Lopez Lake on the slow side, but what fish are 
taken, are mostly nice sized fish in the pound-a-half class. 
So far we have not seen many of the catcheable trout 
stocked a week ago presumably they are well scattered by 
now. 
We get many questions as to why the DFG does not do 
this and that in regard to Lopez Lake, so we passed these 
“ Why don’ts” to the regional office of the DFG and got a 
very interesting and instructive letter from Willard 
Grenwald, the manager of Region 111 of the DFG. 
The first question was why are no Kokanee salmon 
planted in the lake. The answer was that water in the lake 
and other habitat conditions are unsuitable. Kokanee 
require a lage band of cool, well oxygenated water. 
Kokanee do not survive when water approaches 60 degrees 
F. They do not do too well in small reservoirs, and may 
compete with established trout populations. 
With regard to stocking channel cattish, Greenwald goes 
on to say that they want to manage the lake for trout as long 
as possible. There are already enough other species of 
warm water fish in the lake. 
With regards to stocking the lake, it is getting all that 
available funds will allow, with Lopez receiving 40,000 
catchables from the DFG and 20,000 from the county. 
The fish being caught in the lake at present now 
constitute a population of many different backgrounds. The 
DFG is stocking fingerling and rainbow trout. The county 
supplies 
trout 
from 
the 
Buckhorn 
Fish 
Farms. 
Additionally, there are landlocked steelhead in the lake 
which were fingerlings 
trapped when the dam was 
completed, Adult trout spawn in the two creeks, providing a 
source of fingerling trout entering the lake each year. 
Greenwald goes on to say, “ I can assure you that we are 
not stocking hybrid rainbow — kokanee trout, as we have 
not developed such a fish.” (This should should settle a 
prevalent rumor. > 
There is not enough information at this time to determine 
if Lopez will remain a trout lake or not A series of dry hot 
years with low water levels could easily destroy the trout 
fishery during the summer months. However, we would 
probably continue to manage it as a winter trout fishery, it 
such a condition occurred. 
Many lakes lose much of their productivity as minerals 
leak out of the flooded soils. Thus it is possible that Lopez 
would not continue to produce fast growing trout year 
round. The lake will be monitored and fishery management 
will be adjusted to meet changing conditions. 
This information should settle many of the questions that 
are still being asked about local management conditions, 
and we think that Mr. Greenwald has given a most

McGuire has accomplished 
since his arrival seven years 
ago that many of them have 
bumper stickers on their 
cars which say “ McGuire 
for Governor.” 
Lately there has been 
trouble in paradise. Some 
are even calling it a crisis,

McGuire 


isn't. The Gamecocks, who 
had a 25-3 record last season 
and were being touted by 
many as possible national 
champions this season, have 
dropped three out of their 
last 
five 
even 
counting 
Saturday night’s 92-70 win 
over Virginia. Their record 
is now 11-3. Instead of being 
ranked 1-2 they’re down in 
ninth place. 
That’s not all though. 
South Carolina’s last two 
losses came on the road and 
they were against Maryland 
and Virginia, two teams the 
Gamecocks figured to beat. 
The contest with Maryland 
on Jan. 9 at College Park, 
Md., wasn't just a game.

Anyway Frank McGuire 
feels certain people in the 
ACC are not his greatest 
boosters. He claims there’s 
a 
“ c o n s p ira c y ’ ' 
to 
“ sabotage” his team and 
some of this could date way 
back to McGuire’s coaching 
days at North Carolina when 
he first began his famed 
“ underground railway” that 
transported New York City 
youngsters South. 
Phone calls, letters and

More women are taking up 
motorcycle racing as a hob­ 
by than ever before. But 
most remain in the female 
division, c a l l e d 
“ powder 
puff,” in which they use the 
smaller bikes (under 125 cc). 
Sammie, however, is run­ 
ning alongside men on her 
500 cc Triumph. 
Sammie is trying hard to 
establish her reputation as 
a talented motorcyclist by 
entering as many big races 
as she can. She recently be­ 
came the first woman to 
climb the Matterhorn, an ex­ 
tremely difficult hill at Sad­ 
dleback, Calif. 
A $100 prize awaited the 
first girl to make the hill. 
Waiting her turn with 25 
guys who were also entered, 
Sammie said. “ I looked at 
that hill. It was about 3,000 
feet of solid rock. What was I 
doing there? But then my 
turn came, No. 24, and I 
knew.”

Bankruptcy of Well-being or 
Stiff Price of Heavy Drinking 


By L A W R E N C E E. LA M B , M .D . 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My hus­ 
band, 36, 
was 
a 
h e a v y 
drinker until two years ago 
at which time he became 
very ill and was vomiting 
blood. He was advised by his 
doctor that he 'm ust abso­ 
lutely stop drinking so that 
his liver would not suffer 
any more damage; 
other­ 
wise he would pay for this by 
an early death. 


I would like to know what 
sort of diet my h u s b a n d 
s h o u l d eat because occa­ 
sionally he will vomit ( with 
tinges of blood) even though 
he hasn’t drunk anything. We 
use a great deal of butter, 
m argarine and oil in our 
cooking. 
Dear Reader — Your hus­ 
band’s problem is all too 
typical of the heavy drinker. 
He never believes anything 
is going to happen to him 
until it has happened. 
Sudden onset of vomiting 
blood is one of the hazards 
oi prolonged heavy drinking. 
It can occur from several 


different causes. The stom­ 
ach or digestive tract m ay 
be so irritated that bleeding 
occurs. The l i v e r can be 
damaged, even though the 
person doesn’t know it. This 
can cause an obstruction in 
the n o r m a l flow of blood 
through the liver and the 
veins around the esophagus 
at the opening of the stom­ 
ach dilate 
( e s o p h a g e a l 
varices). If you will, these 
are 
hemorrhoids 
or 
vari­ 
cose veins of the esophagus. 
The large dilated veins rup­ 
ture and there is a sudden 
onset of bleeding, which may 
be massive. 
Until this happens chronic 
use of excess alcohol may 
only show increased redness 
of the palms (liver palms— 
similar changes also occur 
without liver disease) and 
sometimes small dilated red 
blood vessels at different lo­ 
cations on the skin. Because 
of their shape we call them 
spider nevi or s p i d e r l i k e 
moles. 
I suspect from your letter 


that your husband has scar­ 
ring of the liver (cirrhosis) 
caused by his prolonged use 
of 
alcohol 
and 
has 
eso­ 
phageal varices. 
Vomiting can occur with 
liver 
disease, 
particularly 
after a fatty meal. Vomiting 
for any reason can cause 
flecks of blood just from the 
mechanical irritation, with 
or without esophageal v a r­ 
ices. This may be what is 
happening with your hus­ 
band. 
The diet in liver disease 
depends a great deal on its 
cause. An acute alcoholic 
crisis with severe liver in­ 
volvement requires different 
m anagement 
as 
does 
ad­ 
vanced liver failure. In your 
husband’s 
case 
he 
would 
probably be better off on a 
diet rich in proteins and c a r­ 
bohydrates but low in fat. 
This means giving up butter, 
m argarine 
and 
trying 
to 
cook with as little fat as pos­ 
sible. Of course, alcohol is 
OUT—for good. 
Diets rich in protein usual­ 


ly provide a lot of vitamins. 
Nevertheless, for the heavy 
drinker or the person who 
has already had liver dam ­ 
age from drinking, I think 
thiamine 
(Vitamin Bl) 
is 
useful. It won’t hurt and it 
could help to take a multiple 
vitamin B complex capsule 
or tablet every day. In ad­ 
vanced liver failure the pro­ 
teins are avoided but such 
patients should be in a hos­ 
pital. 
* 
* 
* 
Some pills used to treat 
high blood sugar in diabetics 
cause markedly low blood 
sugar if the p e r s o n also 
drinks alcohol. So anyone on 
oral treatment for diabetes 
should be exceptionally care­ 
ful about using alcohol in 
any form.

Dietitian Can Plan 


On Good Career 


Four years of college can 
now cost as much as $19,040 
in this country—and that’s a 
bare-bones figure with little 
allowance for social activi­ 
ties and incidentals. 
Average four-year cost in 
1970, for a cross-section list 
of 98 representative U.S. col­ 
leges 
and 
universities, 
is 
$12,770. It’s an increase of 
7.2 per cent over the 1969 
figure — which means that 
college expenses 
have in­ 
creased by nearly a fifth 
more 
than 
general 
living 
costs in the past year, as 
measured by the Consumer 
Price Index. 
A list showing annual ex­ 
penses at 98 U.S. and seven 
Canadian colleges and uni­ 
versities is published yearly 
by an insurance company, 
Mutual of New York. The 
1970 
figures 
on 
four-year 
costs range from a low of 
$8,008 (University of Texas) 
to $19,040 (Columbia). 
They are conservative fig­ 
ures, covering only tuition 
and fees — shown separate­ 
ly on the MONY list — and 
board and room, plus a flat 
$500 to cover “laundry, trav­ 
el, books, clothes and other 
student needs.” For many 
students, $500 a year for all 
incidentals would be auste­ 
rity, if not impossible. 
It is possible, however, for 
some students to get by for 
less than the lowest figure 
on the list — at state-sup­ 
ported schools where tuition 
is free or relatively low for 
residents. The MONY fig­ 
ures are based on fees for 
out-of-state students. 
What inflation has done to 
college costs becomes ap­ 
parent when you look back 
at MONY’s figures for the 
past several years. 


In 1970, at the 10 most ex­ 
pensive schools, four-y e a r 
costs ranged from $17,400 to 
$19,040, w i t h the average 
being $17,910. 
In 1965, the top 10 ranged 
from $13,280 to $14,260, with 


the average cost $13,624. 
In 1959, the top 10 ranged 
from $10,860 to $12,100, aver­ 
aging $11,400. 
Thus, among the nation’s 
m o s t expensive colleges, 
costs rose 20 per cent in the 
six years following ’59, then 
shot up nearly a third in the 
high-inflation years s i n c e 
1965. In all, the average cost 
is up 57 per cent. 
Among 
the 
e c o n o m y 
schools on the MONY list— 
the 10 least expensive: In 
1959, four-year costs ranged 
from $5,500 to $6,300. By 1965 
the range was $6,180 to $7,- 
212. This year it’s $8,008 to 
$9,020. 
Average four-year c o s t 
among these least-expensive 
schools rose 17 per cent in 
the first six years, and 23 
per cent from ’65 to ’70— up 
44 per cent for the whole 
period. 
The bargains in education 
appear to be in Canada. The 
highest four-year cost there 
—at McGill, a top-rated uni­ 
versity—is $10,240. Average 
for the s e v e n Canadian 
schools on the list is $8.380. 
That’s $4,390 below the U.S. 
average — 34 per cent less. 
At Saskatchewan U., you can 
get by for $1,828 a year. 
As for college costs any­ 
where, M O N Y points out 
that four-year totals shown 
this year are “ based on to­ 
day’s costs, and will prob­ 
ably be higher by the time 
four years have elapsed.” 
Anyway, we can be thank­ 
ful that people have smaller 
families than, say, rabbits. 
If you 
had 
98 
sons 
and 
daughters, and sent one to 
each of the U.S. colleges on 
the MONY list, it would cost 
you $1,251,488, just at this 
year’s prices.

Dear Vera: Opportunities 
for qualified dietitians should 
be excellent t h r o u g h the 
1970s. The supply of trained 
people will be considerably 
less than demand. Part-tim e 
employment 
opportunities 
also will be available. 
Major factors include ex- 
p a n s i o n of hospitals and 
nursing homes, more wide­ 
spread use of hospitals and 
medical services by an in­ 
creasing population, and the 
growth of community health 
programs. 
In addition, since many 
women select this field be­ 
cause of their interest in 
food and homemaking and 
then leave the profession for 
m arriage, 
r e p l a c e m e n t 
needs will probably rem ain 
high. About 30,000 dietitians 
are presently employed—and 
less than 10 per cent are 
men. 
The minimum educational 
requirement is a bachelor’s 
degree with a m ajor in foods 


and nutrition or institution 
m anagem ent. Hospitals are 
reported offering new grad­ 
uates of approved internship 
program s 
annual 
salaries 
averaging $7,500. Some ex­ 
perienced people are paid 
$15,000 and more.

If you are bored with rockets and space flight, if you 
are unim pressed by Apollo 14 as a technological feat, 
then think of it as a trium ph of the hum an spirit — one 
m a n ’s spirit. 
Alan Shepard was 35 when he joined the space 
program . He become the first A m erican in space on May 
5, 1961 when he m ade a 15-minute, suborbital flight. Then 
he 
began 
suffering 
from 
M eniere’s syndrom e, an 
excessive build-up of fluid pressure in the inner ear. He 
w as grounded from space m issions and barred from 
piloting a plane solo. 


He cam e back, and at 46 is co m m an d er of Apollo 14 
and the only m em b er of the original M ercury team still 
in space. But S hepard’s case is hardly special. 
Many people have com e to believe that the astronauts 
stand just this side of Superm an. Nothing could be 
further from the truth, w rites William B arry Furlong in 
Today’s Health magazine. 


E ach of the astronauts has had very hum an problem s 
to overcom e. For m any of them , like Shepard, the 
problem s involved their health. Some eth er exam ples: 
John Glenn also suffered from inner-ear trouble 
caused by a bathroom fall. He was barred from piloting 
altogether and had to drop out of a race for the U.S. 
Senate. Yet he cam e back; he learned to walk and feed 
him self again and requalified as a je t pilot. 
W alter Cunningham broke his neck while jum ping on a 
tram poline in the astronauts' gym. He ca m e back to 
becom e c rew m ate on Apollo 7, the first m anned flight in

the Apollo series. 
J im Lovell was w ashed out of the space p ro g ram for 
health reasons. He ca m e back to m ake m ore space 
flights and spend m ore tim e in space than any other m an 
in history. 
F rank B orm an underw ent m ajo r operations before he 
reached the age of five. He was so sickly as a youth that 
his fam ily changed its residence and way of life to nurse 
him back to health. 
L ater, as a fighter pilot, he cracked an e a rd ru m in a 
dive and w as grounded. He c a m e back to fly com bat 
missions in K orea and m ake two space flighls. 
Buzz Aldrin was hospitalized for six m onths with 
infectious hepatitis. He pursued his postgraduate studies 
in astronautics from his hospital bed, earned his 
doctorate and later joined with Neil Arm strong, to 
become the first pair of m en on the moon. 
Scott C arpenter w as seriously injured in an auto 
accident. He cam e back, but decided to explore the 
depths of the sea instead of space. 
Deke Slayton, one of the seven M ercury astronauts, 
was once scheduled to be the first A m erican in space 
But he was grounded because of a h e a rt abnorm ality and 
becam e instead an outstanding NASA adm inistrator. 
No, the astronauts a re n 't superm en, says Furlong. 
They have all had com m on hum an failings and m edical 
frailities. “ But th( significant thing is the way they 
faced their m edical problem s — with resolution, not 
fear, with determ ination, not defeat. 
Until som e superm en com e along, these guys will do.

Colombia, and in Chile, there will be 
a hangover, caused by the shortage 
of tools and experience, and in the 
case of P eru , the need to begin to 
repay, in bits and pieces, the m oney 
through which, 
theoretically, the 
bondholders who used to own the 
land will get a little com pensation. 
A general who is a m e m b e r of the 
junta and an enorm ous enthusiast 
for the undertaking explains that, to 
be sure, about 60 p er cent of the 
capital needed by P e ru will have to 
com e from abroad. 
Will it be free 
capital com ing in? 
Well, he said, 
you need to understand that capital 
is “ cold,” and th ere fo re much of it 
will have to com e, 
in the first 
instance, 
from 
governm ent, 
or 
governm ent supported enterprises. 
W hat if the governm ents don’t com e 
in and h elp 0 They will have to, he 
said 
confidently—to

The 
problem 
revolving around 
future w a te r needs in various Santa 
B a r b a r a 
C o u n t y 
a r e a s 
— 
particularly G oleta Valley w here 
the growth has been p articu larly 
substantial and prom ises to continue 
to be dynam ic — is likely to be m o re 
c o m p l e x 
b e f o r e 
m e a n i n g f u l 
decisions a re m ade. 
All along, the county governm ent 
and its w a te r advisers have relied 
on the assum ption that State P ro je c t 
w a te r—while decidedly costly—is 
the way to go for the long-range 
future. 
At least, the county has a 
g u aran tee—if 
it 
goes 
ah ead —of 
utilizing annual increm ents up to 
and in excess of 57,000 ac re feet a 
year. 
And population projections w ere 
such that it w as envisioned that even 
with State W ater, Lom poc Valley 
and V andenberg Air F orce Base 
could 
utilize 
w a te r 
from 
the 
proposed Lom poc R eservoir as well 
and still not gag on having too m uch. 
Now new doors a re being opened 
with the proposal to give Santa 
B arbara 
County 
(also 
San 
Luts 
Obispo and a portion of V entura 
County) high-grade desalted w ater, 
possibly relatively cheap, from a 
p ro p o s e d 
h uge 
e x p e r i m e n t a l 
desalting plant in Diablo Canyon. 
Ironically, 
when 
the 
county 
supervisors decided to m ake their 
fateful step to co n tra c t with the 
S t a t e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 
W a t e r 
R esources to sign for State P ro je c t 
w a te r from the F e a th e r River, the 
County T axpayers Assn. had pointed 
to the ocean w a te rs a t our doorstep 
as 
containing 
a 
ch e ap er 
w a te r 
supply for the county than any o th er 
system , 
provided 
science 
could 
continue to forge ahead with its plan 
to 
d e s a lin a te 
such 
w a te r 
a t 
reasonable costs. 
Amid the popping of ch am p ag n e 
corks at a press p arty , the county 
s o m e t i m e 
l a t e r 
m a d e 
t h e 
announcem ent it w as going with 
F e a th e r R iver w a te r—and no one 
can say now that it w a sn ’t the right 
decision at th at tim e. 
In fact, the state w a te r signup has 
turned out to be a good thing, in view 
of 
the c u rre n t desalting p ro ject 
proposal. 
Now the county 
is in a good 
position 
to 
m aneuver, 
and 
to 
negotiate with both F ed eral and 
sta te w a te r officials. 
And it has a good negotiator at 
this end in consultant R obert M. 
E dm onston, who knows the ropes in 
Sacram ento, and m a k e s a specialty 
of keeping trac k of every happening 
in the state w ater picture. 
Even in W ashington, the county 
has a F ed e ra l specialist who is on a 
yearly 
re ta in e r 
to 
act 
as 
the 
county’s ag en t in w a te r m atte rs. 
The law fi rm of M cC arty and Noone 
is operating on a m ax im u m fee of 
$10,000 under its latest co n tract that 
continues through next N ovem ber. 
It is now felt this liasion with the 
Capitol—originally 
established 
to 
set 
up co n tacts 
th ere with 
the 
D efense D e p a rtm e n t 
to expedite 
F e d e r a l 
aid 
in 
th e 
L om poc 


P ro je c t—can also pay off with the 
county operatives there now in a 
position to m ake contact w henever 
needed with the U.S. Office of Saline 
W ater. 
It is this F ed eral agency 
which 
is 
concerned 
with 
the 
desalting project sought for Diablo 
Canyon. 
W ater 
has 
alw ays 
been 
the 
lifeblood of this sem i-arid land. And 
yet supplem ental w ater has been 
provided over the years only after 
b itte r and costly cam paigns. 
The plan to bring in State P ro ject 
w a te r 
or 
d e sa lte d 
w a te r —or 
both—is really at the m ercy of the 
people, 
both 
those 
who 
want 
developm ent and those who w ant to 
keep things as they are. 
When the tim e com es, 
county 
officials 
will 
have 
to 
ask 
for 
approval of a bond issue th at could 
range as high as $25 million. 
This 
would 
be 
needed 
to 
construct 
distribution facilities for state or 
desalted w ater, or both, from the 
north county to feed into all county 
a re a s wanting e x tra w ater. 
If the distribution sy stem is not 
authorized, 
then 
the 
plans 
for 
supplem ental w a te r are rubbed out. 
If the county is not ready to 
assu m e the high costs of sta te w ater 
a t the outset in a few y e a rs —and 
still w ants ex tra w a te r—it m ust be 
p repared to accep t the full output 
from a desalter which would be 
hard-pressed 
to 
“ o p e ra te 
part- 
tim e ,” as one ex p ert put it. 
This 
could range from 30,000 to 50,000 
a c re feet a year, and m ig h t be too 
m uch for the a re a to ab so rb seven 
y e a rs from now if the d esa lte r is 
built at that tim e. 
T here are those who point to 
C arpinteria Valley as a sign of 
things to com e in the county. Valley 
folk there have just m ad e it clear 
they w ant to stay rural, not go urban 
as planners had felt they would go. 
A rural society needs decidedly less 
w a te r in the long run. 
A county 
slowdown in urbanization in other 
a r e a s 
could 
c u t 
w a te r 
need 
drastically, som e feel. 
But then 
o th ers say the people will pile in, 
anyw ay, w hether there is w ater or 
not. 
And shortages and rationing 
could be the final, doleful result.
